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Summary of Record of Interview Requirements 

Manual of Patent Examining Procedure (MPEP), Section 713.04, Substance of Interview Must be Made of Record. 

A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone Interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview.

In every Instance where reconsideration Is requested In view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the Interview as 
wan-anting favorable action must be filed by the applicant.

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Interview Summary Attachment 
Applicant's representative argued that figure 1 of Yang Is not to scale. Examiner 
responded by commenting that figure 1 reasonably conveys "smaller beveled blocks". 
With respect to Potts et al, applicant's representative proposed amending claim 1 to 
clarify the location of the sub blocks as being circumferentially betweem the main blocks. 
Examiner agreed that 102 rejection over Potts et al can be overcome by appropriately 
specifying the circumferential location of the sub blocks. relative to the main blocks. 
However, examiner asserted that the prior art to Yang and especially Potts et al 
suggests "beveling" / "chamfering" the sub blocks in figure 2 of Japan 417. Examiner 
further emphasized that Potts et al teaches beveling to enhance lateral traction and 
make it easier for the ground to ride over the block. Applicant's representative argued 
that the bevels 33 relate to ground entering trough 32. Examiner maintained that Japan 
417 and Potts et al both desire improved lateral traction / anti- slide slipping and that 
beveling enhances lateral traction. Examiner proposed allowable subject matter: - 
Amend claim 1 to recite (1 ) the sub block is on the centerline of the tire and (2) the 
change in angle ("beveling" / "chamfering" ) extends around the entire perimeter of the 
sub block. Such an amended claims would read on the embodiments of figure 1 , 2, 3 
and 4.
